Hole In the Ground 


By HAL BOYLE 


TOWNSEND, Tenn. (AP)-For- 
tuiie is where you find it, but it 
takes a I(^ of imagination to see a 
profitable future in a worthless 
hole in the ground. 
Two mountain boys hem had 
that kind of imagiaalion—and the 
kind of courage that enabled them 
to follow a dream that made them 
the laughing stocks of the valley 
for years. 
But today Harry Myers and Bill 
Vananda are the proprietors oi 
Tuckaleechee Caverns, one of the 
country’s successful commercial 
caves. 
The age-old cavern and its bub­ 
bling brook haunted the childhood 
<rf the two friends. 
“We played Tom Sawyer in the 
main passage as kids,” recalled 
Myers. “We explored it for three 
quarters of a mile, sometimes 
wriggling on our bellies, and 
lighting our way with home-made 
lamj»—pop bottles filled with ker-

In 1949, while drinking coffee in 
a Maryville College hangout, the 
pair fell to reminiscing about the 
cavern and decided to try to turn 
it into a tourist attraction.

Each of the young 
men was married and had two 
children. They went to Alaska and 
labored on construction jobs there 
to raise funds.

That first year the cave had 
only 2,000 visitors, and Myers and 
Vananda glumly wondered wheth- j 
er those who had laughed at them 
were right after all.

But they stubbornly worked on 
widening passageways, and the i 
next year discovered one of the 
largest cavern rooms in the East 
That turned out to be their real 
bonanza. 
The cave now draws 30,000 or 
more visitors annually and as 
Harry wryly «^served, “The same | 
fellows who called us fools now; 
say, 'I knew you had a good thing! 
there when you started.’ * ’ 
What is the biggest headache' 
of a commercial cave proprietor? I 
“It’s that one out of every 150 i 
visitors—and usually it’s an adult, | 
not a teen ager—who wants to: 
break off one of the rock forma-! 
tions for a souvenir,” said Harry., 
“Water has to drip 100 years to ’ 
make a single cubic inch of stal-i 
agmite. It may take nature 10,000 
years to form just one small 
crystal spire — and then some 
joker comes along and breaks it 
off in a single second. 
“And when he gets it above 
ground what does he have? Just 
a piece of worthless stone. It has 
no meaning except in the cave 
where it grew.”

The Kennedy administration’s “ medicare” 
proposal has flopped in this session of Con­ 
g ress. as we felt sure it would. 
It was our belief that the politicians would 
g oad the medical profession into a state of 
near-hy steria ov er this proposal, then leav e 
the doctors hig h and dry for the 
1962 
cong ressional elections. 
V/bat the politicians wanted, we felt sure, 
was the issue of medical care for this 
y ear’s cong ressional elections. They did not 
want "medicare” to pass until they 
had 
squeezed the v otes out of it. 
With this in mind, we sug g ested that doc­ 
tors do ev ery thing in their power not to ac­ 
commodate the opposition in a g ame doctors 
weren’t skilled at play ing . Needless to say , 
the doctors and their friends did not react 
to this fav orably . 
They may hav e been rig ht in putting up a 
strenuous fig ht. Perhaps they can reg ard it 
as practice for the fig ht they may hav e to 
pul up in the nex t Cong ress, when pol­ 
iticians fav oring some v ersion of the Ken­ 
nedy "medicare” proposal will g o to work 
in earnest. 


AFTER THEIR setback in the Senate 
Tuesday , some of the politicians may be 
hav ing second thoug hts about the political 
appeal of this issue. They alway s knew it 
wasn’t g oing to rally enoug h v otes in the 
House to come close to passing , but they 
thoug ht it had an outside chance in the 
Senate As such thing s g o, it nev er had a 
chance there either—not on a 5 4-48 turn­ 
down at the climax . 
This may destroy it as a political issue. 
The W'av it turned out, most Americans 
rallied to their doctors instead of to “ med­ 
icare ” This doesn’t mean there isn’t still a 
p ro b lem of pay ing the sickness bills of the 
elu erly . I* does mean that there’s no demon­ 
strable political mileag e in a hassle ov er 
what most doctors insist would hav e been 


an entering wedg e for socialized medicine. 
That point of v iew pretty well dead-ends 
any possibility of public interv ention to cush­ 
ion sickness costs for elderly American* 
who run short of money in their twilig ht 
y eais. 
The alternativ e is a v ast ex tension of what 
is in being now—more insurance setups to 
cov er medical care costs that mount to 
ruinous lev els. 


IT IS TRAGIC that the main source of 
the hig h cost of sickness is not the cost of 
keeping a doctor on the job but the cost of 
keeping a patient in a hospital. Yet it’s doc­ 
tor1 who g et blamed and it seems as if they 
g o out of their way to set themselv es up 
as targ ets. 
Wh at ag ing citizens of the United States 
are interested in isn’t socialized medicine 
but a way of pay ing their sickness bills if 
they hav en’t been able to set aside enoug h 
to cov er all ex ig encies. 
They aren’t interested in socializing med­ 
icine, ev en if some politicians are. 
They aren’t interested in contributing to 
any federal snafu. 
They ’re interested solely in what has be­ 
come a worrisome problem for millions who 
hav en’t much left to look forward to but 
maintaining solv ency during their declining 
y ears 


IT WAS OUR opinion at the beg inning of 
the medical care debate early this y ear that 
none of the proposals was worthy of the 
g rav e problem 
that 
confronted 
a g i n g 
Amc. cans. 
Out of that g rew the conv iction that the 
doctors shouldn’t let themselv es be marched 
into a sham battle with politicians. 
The "medicare” issue now is dead as far 
as leg islation is concerned. Whether it’s 
dead as far as v otes in nex t Nov ember’s 
election are concerned is problematic.

Here in a setting that dated to the 13th 
century in its continuous use as a place of 
education we were watching the g enius of 
a play wrig ht of the 18 th century . Some­ 
thing happens in the presence of so much 
antiquity . You hav e a feeling of drifting 
in a state of timelessness and the actors 
may be the real people of the era repre­ 
sented in the play . 
Or if y ou hav e beg un to g et the idea of 
Ox ford, y ou can imag ine Will Shakespeare 
standing in the wing s pulling at his lip and 
wondering how his ex periment with comi* 
trag edy will play for a critical audience. 
On another memorable nig ht at Ox ford we 
had the priv ileg e of listening to a debate 
at the Ox ford Union, where British bar­ 
risters and leg islators hav e been sharpening 
their wits on one another for centuries. This 
is where some of the best minds of the 
United King dom 
and the empire were 
honed. 
A ty pical Ox ford touch was the dress of 
the of.'icers of the org anization. They were 
in white tie ev ening clothes with bouton­ 
nieres. When Ox ford students stand for ex ­ 
amination they wear black g owns, mortar 
boards, stiff collars, white bow ties and a 
red rose on their lapel. 
Ev ery thing is done according to tradition. 
Hew could it be any other way in a place 
where ev idence of the 9th century is still 
t*ng ib*e? In such a surrounding , tradition 
ceases to be a conscious thoug ht and be­ 
comes part of the way people liv e. 
They liv e that way in Ox ford in the aca­ 
demic community , which is composed of 
many colleg es loosely combined in an entity 
called 
“ Ox ford 
Univ ersity .” 
Otherwise, 
Ox ford is a bustling , traffic-clog g ed Eng lish 
town 
a remote suburb of London. Or it 
mig ht ev en be Gadg etv ille, U.S.A. ex cept for 
the tradtions that make it one of the unique 
Communities of the Eng lish speaking world.

Leading members of the Com­ 
munist hierarchy nev er hav e min­ 
imized the sig nificance w h i c h 
they attach to the Communist 
nucleus in this country . Shortly be­ 
fore his death in Moscow last 
y ear 
William Z. 
Foster, 
then 
chairman emeritus of the Commu­ 
nist party U.S.A., said: 
“ The SPUSA today is poten­ 
tially , if not actually , strong er 
than it ev er was in history , be­ 
cause g reat socialist countries of 
the world are marching forward 
to g reater and g reater v ictories 
and the United States is bound 
to reflect this worldwide adv ance 
of socialism.” 
Not l on g ag o, Benjamin J . 
Dav is, national secretary of the 
Communist party , U.S.A., in the 
course 
of a radio 
appearance 
made a statement to the effect 
that: “ The Communist party in 
America is potentially the larg est 
of all political parties. . . .” 


AT THE SOVIET Communist 
party cong ress last fall, Nikita 
Khrushchev g av e his own assess­ 
ment of his org anzaton’s branch 
office in the United States. To 
make sure that there could be 
no misunderstanding as to how he 
reg arded the Communist party , 
U.S.A., he spelled it out plainly . 
Admitting that party membership 
was not numerically g reat, he 
stated: 
“ One can say , using the words 
of the folk prov erb: ‘It’s a small 
unit of weig ht, but it’s v alu­ 
able’ ” 
Why is it v aluable? 
Domestic 
Communists, 
l i k e 
other Communist conspirators, are 
absolute realists. They know they 
can nev er hope to g ain power 
thoug h the electiv e process. They 
concentrate, therefore, on efforts 
to (1) ag itate and propag andize 
(2) infiltrate leg itimate, noncom­ 
munist org anizations (3) create 
and support Communist fronts. 
Throug h these tactics, Commu­ 
nist streng th can be g reatly en­ 
hanced. In addition, 
id eo lo g ical 
cultiv ation in Marx ism-Len in ism 
makes memb ers p o ten tial recru its 
for Sov iet espionag e. 


THE PARTY is alway s staunch­ 
ly loy al to Sov iet Russia, a fact 
which is reflected in its shifting 
line. 
In September 1961, "The Work­ 
er” in an editorial demanded a 
permanent ban on nuclear ex ­ 
plosions. This paper hit the street 
just hours before the Sov iets an­ 
nounced the resumption of nuclear 
tests. 
One week later "The Worker” 
carried four articles justify ing the 
Sov iet Union’s action. 
A primary concern of domestic 
Communists today is the infiltra­ 
tion of non-Communist ranks. With 
infinite subtlety and patience, they 
h op e 
to 
influence 
American 
opinion to fit a collectiv ist mold. 
The process of opinion subv er­ 
sion is dev eloped with such dia­ 
bolical skill that ev en today a sur­ 
prising number of v ictims are 
drawn into the activ e promotion 
of causes which adv ance Commu­ 
nist aims and ideas. Such per­ 
sons often remain totally ig norant 
of the fact that they are them­ 
selv es subject to Communist ma­ 
nipulation. 
The Communist mov ement is 
currently concentrating g reat ef- 
fort in the y outh field. Party prop- 
ag andists. skilled in promoting the 
Communist line, are striv ing to 


win access to campuses across the 
country and in so doing hope to 
g ain an aura of respectability . 


IN 
THEIR 
E F F O R T S 
to 
broaden opportunities to ex ploit 
colleg e-ag e y outh, they recently 
announced creation of a lecture 
bureau. Plans for the creation of 
Marx ist 
discussion 
g roups 
for 
teen-ag e y oung sters are being pro­ 
moted and party members hav e 
"papered” 
g athering places of 
y oung people with thousands of 
copies of their unlabeled propa­ 
g anda sheets. 
The subv ersiv e is fully aware of 
the idealism of y outh. He knows 
the v alue of ex ploiting appealing , 
if controv ersial subjects in such a 
way that he alway s g iv es the 
impression of being "on the side 
of the ang els.” 
It is his ostensible support of 
idealistic causes which so often 
entraps the unsophisticated y outh 
and turns him into a willing pup­ 
pet manipulated by Communist 
masters. 
Who, for ex ample, can quarrel 
with such issues as peace, civ il 
rig hts, academic freedom, equal­ 
ity freedom from want? 
Is it reasonable that men whose 
ultimate aim is to achiev e a dic­ 
tatorship by rule of armed force 
umter which civ il rig hts and aca­ 
demic freedom would be totally 
destroy ed would now be eng ag ed 
in supporting , often v ociferously , 
these v ery rig hts and freedoms? 
To the person unv ersed in the 
deceptiv e tactics used by Com- 
munsts to enlist the aid of the 
unwary , such a thing is incon­ 
ceiv able. 


THE DISILLUSIONMENT which 
f ol l ow s firsthand acquaintance 
with the Communist police state 
is a searing ex perience. Many 
recog nize immediately the ev il in 
which 
they 
hav e 
become 
en­ 
meshed. 
A 
forthrig ht few are honest 
enoug h to admit that they were 
“ taken” by Marx ist propag anda 
and seek to atone for hav ing 


g iv en aid to the Communist con­ 
spiracy . Others, less conscientious, 
do nothing . 
Supporters of the 
conspiracy 
striv e constantly to portray the 
Communist org anization within the 
United States as "just another 
political party like the Demo­ 
cratic and Republican parties.” 


The uniformed too often are 
persuaded to accept this false im­ 
pression despite the fact that as 
recently as J une 5 , 1961, the Su­ 
preme Court of the United States 
upheld the conclusion of the Sub­ 
v ersiv e Activ ities Control Board 
that the Communist party , U.S.A., 
"was substantially directed, dom­ 
inated or controlled by the Sov iet 
Union. . , 
What is the measure of dang er 
we 
face from 
the Communist 
mov ement? 


ENTIRELY APART from the 
deadly dang er of espionag e activ ­ 
ities operating under the cov er of 
ev ery 
Russian-run establishment 
in the United States, 
we 
must 
recog nize the fact that a powerful 
foreig n g ov ernment has, at this 
moment, an adv ance detachment 
within our borders. 
This g roup has no cloak of leg it­ 
imacy . Some cohorts from this 
detachment currently are striv ing 
to infiltrate v ital seg ments of our 
society . 
This detachment stands behind 
the efforts of other conspirators in 
their attempts to clamp the iron 
control of Communism in our sis­ 
ter republics. 
Ev en more deadly than these 
is the 
Communist 
capacity 
to 
perv ert our thinking and destroy 
the spiritual supports which form 
the foundation of our freedom. 
Will we succumb to opinion sub­ 
v ersion? Can we be chang ed from 
forthrig ht, self-reliant, self-respect­ 
ing American citizens into irreso­

if unsound counsel prev ails at the

House

g ress, the Unit­ 
ed States may 
ex perience 
in

nex t few 
y ears its deep­ 
est 
depression 
of this century . 
A dang erous 
doctrine 
h a s 
lately 
b e e n d>v*s Lawreaee 
warmed up from New Deal day s 
and has been g iv en respectability 
by adv isers to President Kennedy . 
It is that spending by federal 
g ov ernment, ev en if it produces 
deficits, will somehow, by some 
mag ic of its own, produce an eco­ 
nomic Utopia. 
If spending were the solution to 
economic ills, then the United 
States 
should 
still 
be 
g oing 
throug h the most prosperous 45 - 
y ear period in its history . T h e 
World War 1 spending reached a 
peak of nearly $20 billion in 1919. 
At the end of World War 11. spend­ 
ing reached another peak—near­ 
ly $100 billion — in 1945. 
The big war was ov er only fiv e 
y ears when the Korean conflict 
sent federal spending upward to 
around $7 5 billion in 1953. 
Instead of tapering off substan­ 
tially after the Korean War, the 
spending during the cold war has 
kept on climbing , and this y ear is 
back up to around $90 billion. 
The idea that mere spending of 
money produces prosperity is fal­ 
lacious. It is the way the money 
is spent which counts — especially 
whether die funds are used in pri-, 
v ate inv estment 
for 
productiv e 
purposes that last bey ond just a 
short-term period. 


THE KEY is not how much is 
spent, but what the money is 
spent for. Defense money ex pend­ 
ed on weapons doesn’t dev elop a 
hig h v olume of transactions that 
percolate throug h 
the 
w h ol e 
economy . 
Priv ate spending , on the other 
hand, usually is for g oods that 
hav e a long -term v alue and that 
multiply the number of transac­ 
tions in the business world. 
A dev astating rebuttal of the 
spending theory was made recent­ 
ly by Dr. Ray mond J . Saulnier. 
He was chairman of the Presi­ 
dent’s Council of Economic Adv is­ 
ers from 1957 throug h 1960, but 
his 
adv ice wasn’t 
alway s 
fol­ 
lowed. 
In a speech on J une 18 before 
the Babson Institute of Business 
Administration, he said in part: 
"What recent history tells us 
about the effect of increases in 
federal spending is not v ery fav ­ 
orable to the v iew that an econ­ 
omy such as ours can spend itself 
into prosperity v ia 
the federal 
budg et . . . 
“ What this ex perience tells us 
is that, if the env ironment is not 
fav orable to an increase in pri­ 
v ate spending , an increase in fed­ 
eral spending , ev en a larg e in­ 
crease, is a well-nig h futile ex er­ 
cise. . . . 
“ In the first four months of this 
calendar y ear, the cash budg et of 
the United States ran a deficit of 
close to $10 billion, on a seasonally 
adjusted annual rate basis. In the 
comparable four months of the 
195 8 -5 9 recov ery , the federal cash 
budg et showed a surplus of $4.6 
billion, on an annual-rate basis. 
“ Yet the unemploy ment rate has 
actually 
been 
somewhat 
hig h­ 
er under the recent deficit than 


it was under the earlier surplus. 
There were clouds on the econom­ 


ic horizon in those months ot sur­ 


plus in 1960, but it must be con­ 
ceded that the economic sky in 


1962, under v ery larg e deficits is 


far from entirely clear.” 


DR. SAULNIER said pointedly 


that to those “ who reg ard budg et­ 


ary deficits as a more or less 
g uaranteed formula for producing 


a brisk recov ery , the present cy cle 
must be a v eritable nig htmare.’ 


He arg ued bluntly that tax reduc­ 


tions will not by themselv es furn­ 


ish a remedy . He added: 
“ If there is a need to cut tax es 
in the ex pansion phase of a cy cle, 
when we already hav e a larg e 
deficit, then there is equally a 
need to consider whether we are 
now spending too much money on 
prog rams that make no contribu­ 
tion whatev er to our capacity for 
g rowth and to consider whether 
we are doing other thing s entire­ 
ly outside of the tax field, that 
are tending to suppress priv ate 
inv estment spending . 


“ If this is what we are doing , 
and I think it is, then we cannot 
retriev e the situation with g ov ern­ 
mental red ink, and v ery few real­ 
ly sophisticated people will be­ 
liev e that we can." 


THIS IS a period of self-ex ami­ 
nation, and it is becoming clearer 
ev ery day that across-the board 
tax cuts or simplified tax rules on 
depreciation or other 
artificial 
measures will not and cannot of 
themselv es do as much g ood for 
the economy as can a healthy re­ 
duction in unproductiv e ex pendi­ 
tures for armament and an av oid­ 
ance of ex cessiv e spending for so­ 
cial welfare prog rams that the na­ 
tional economy at this time can­ 
not really afford.

The man who broke the Stal.n 
era blockade of Berlin warns that 
the Kremlin must understand and 
believe the West will resist with 
force if the Russians go too far 
in their drive to evict the Allies. 
“ Unless we make them under­ 
stand where they are going to be 
met with resistance, one of these 
days they’re going to go too far 
and we’re going to have no choice 
but war,” says Gen. Luciu« D. 
Clay, President Kennedy’* special 
representative to Berlin. 
But Clay is optimistic that war 
can be prevented and that some 
day—he puts no date on it—there 
will be a reunified, free Germany. 
Clay’s views are set forth in an 
exhaustive 
question-and-answer 
exploration of the perennial Berlin 
crisis, once again pushed into the 
headlines by 
Premier Khrush­ 
chev’s demands. 
This is the second of two sec­ 
tions of the exclusive interview 


with The Associated Press. 


Q. General before you went1 
over last September you said you 
thought there might be some room 
for give and take toward a Berlin 
solution. You made clear you felt 
this might be an area not involv­ 
ing our basic rights. Do you still 
feel that way? 
A. I think there is room. If the 
pride of the regime running East 
Germany is so involved in polic­ 
ing the highways that they would 
insist on taking over this responsi­ 
bility from the Soviet troops now 
doing it, then there is a possibility 
this could be made an interna­ 
tional highway. If it could be set 
up under international police with 
complete freedom of movement 
on the highway, except as con­ 
trolled by international police for 
both Allies and Germans, I would 
think this would be a trade we 
could well accept. 
Q. Has this area been explored? 
A

instantaneously to any new Soviet 
aggressive move? 
A. The machinery to get prompt 
Allied reaction has been greatly 
improved. And for a great many 
contingencies there could be and 
would be instant reaction. There 
are still fields in which the con 
tingency planning does not cover 
immediate action in Berlin. These 
are in the cases which are so 
close to the instance which would 
cause war as to require perhaps 
a period of pause and considera­ 
tion before instant action. But I 
would say that by and large the 
ability of the Allies to react in 
Berlin is better now than it has 
been for many years. I would 
think that if there were any real 
tampering with the movement of 
goods to and from Berlin and of 
Germans to and from Berlin, that 
before we use a physical means 
we would 
resort to economic 
blockades rather than aggressive 
action. The intensity of what we 
would do would of course depend 
somewhat on the intensity of what 
they did. But I think you can ap­ 
preciate the fact if the Allies 
wanted to respond to a blockade 
of Berlin with a massive blockade 
of the Communist countries it 
could be a very effective and tre­ 
mendous tool. 


Q. What sort of move on their 
part would bring a more serious 
reaction on our part—in other 
words, war? 
A. You’ve got to differentiate 
between the moves to blockade 
Berlin and. by attrition, to cause 
it to fold up. The latter would re­ 
quire months of action and could 
be met, at least in its initial 
stages, with counter measures in 
the economic and blockade field.

highways, then you would have a 
situation in which it would seem 
to be our response would almost 
have to be physical. 
Q. As the President’s personal 
representative in Berlin, did you 
have any difficulty reaching him, 
getting his ear? 


A. None whatsoever.. . . Things 
which 
I 
considered 
important 
enough to go to the President I 
not only reached him quickly; I 
also had his support. . . . 
Q. There were moments of such 
urgency that you did pick up the 
phone and call the President di­ 
rectly? 
A. A few. There were not very 
many. 
Q. Generally, you feel that you 
and the administration are in 
agreement on Berlin policy? 


A. (long pause) Well, I would 
like to express it a little different­ 
ly. The general policy of the ad­ 
ministration and the commitments 
as expressed by the President to 
my mind represent a stand on 
the part of the United States of 
which we can be very proud and 
which if we maintain, will, I ’m 
sure, save Berlin and Europe 
Now I must explain right now 
that some of these commitments 
which we have made have not 
been made—at least not publicly 
—by all the members of the Al­ 
liance. * I would hope that the 
views of the United States can be 
made to prevail in the Alliance. 
This is one of the things that is 
very difficult for our own people 
to understand. We have a position 
of our own. But we cannot break 
up the Alliance to maintain our 
position. 


Q. In the areas where you did 
disagree with some of your col­ 
leagues on the Berlin situation, did 
it follow a pattern where general­ 
ly you found yourself favoring 
stronger action or reaction than 
they did? 
A. Well, I think it would be very 
difficult for me to say that it 
didn’t follow that kind of pattern 
because it’s too well known that 
my own views have been that we 
must always take a strong stand 
in dealing with the Soviet govern­ 
ment, a stand which they can un­ 
derstand and believe. Now this is 
to me essential to prevent war be­ 
cause unless we make them un­ 
derstand where they are going to 
be met with resistance, one o/ 
these days they’re going to go too 
far and we’re going to have no 
choice but war. Therefore I think 
we have to make them under­ 
stand that any step they take over 
a special line—of course, this is 
getting down to a much clearer 
definition than actually exists— 
that it means they’re going to be 
met with force, that they can only 
cress that line by using force. If 
we can establish that understand­ 
ing then I think war is most un­ 
likely. I think that we have in 
our minds pretty well drawn that 
line. But I ’m not too sure that 
the entire Allied organization ac­ 
cepts the same line. 
Q. Is there any possibility of 
the wall coming down now short 
of meeting Moscow’s demands? 
A. No. I don’t think so. If it did 
come down, there would be 
mass migration from East Ger­ 
many into West Germany This is 
something 
that 
would 
destroy 
completely the Ulbricht regime 
and the East German economy. 


Q. Looking far into the future, 
what do you think ultimately will 
be the status of Berlin? 
A. Well, West Berlin has now 
lived for 17 years behind the Iron 
Curtain. Since 1947 it has lived in 
an atmosphere of a Communist 
regime. 
In that period, it has 
grown and prospered and become 
again a great city. It has beep 
able to do this for 15 years. I see 
no reason why it shouldn’t con­ 
tinue to live and prosper as a 
free city until there is a final 
solution even though it takes a 
great many yeara. Ultimately, it 
seems to me that with peace in 
the world there is certain to come 
a day when we have a reunified 
Germany, reunified in the new 
sease of a free and democratic 
Germany as has developed in the 
Federal Republic. Now when and 
how this will come about is cer­ 
tainly something that I woud not 
want to prophesy. . . .
